The original soit was brought 
by the father of John Serrano, ar.

He objected to a sysiem in which 
the Califomia bgislature dis- 
tributes equal amounts of state 
oJd to each district on the basis of 
average daïly otlendatice, but 
then permits prosperous disLrieLs 
tu raise ndditional education 
fonds Ihrough loc al property 
Laxes. This, the Califomia court 
ruied. shorlchanges the chïld who 
lives in a poor district. 

Now, reformers hope the bte 
1976 decision of the Califomia 
court — whose legal opinions are 
taken very seriously by other 
States — will spur another 
bandwagon and convince the 12 
state coürts considering cases 
like Serrano to reach simibr 
conclusie ns.

FR EDE RICK D O UG L A SS 

February 12 , 1817 

Krederick Douglass, who es- 
caped from slavery and went on 
to become one of the greatest 
Hlacks in America history, was 
bon, on Kebmary 12, IÖI7. 
After becoming a msijor figure in 
the abolitionist movement, 
Douglass discardod the tenets 
of nonviotencc and openly Eidvo- 
caied amied slave revolt. 
Known for his fiery oralions and 
miiiitanl démeanor. Douglosa 
founded the antislavery tabloid, 
the North Star, and dedicated 
his ontire life to the cause of 
Black equality and freedom 

February 12, 1909 

A call for ihe founding 
conference of the NAACP wan 
issued on FebniRry 12, 1909, by 
prominent White and Black 
leaders, Rmong them the great 
Black scholar, Dr. W E.B. Uu 
Bois. The organization, which at 
the time was o merger of Black 
militancy and White iiberaÜsm, 
was founded nfter a 1908 
Springfïeld, Illinois, Black pro- 
test. Alihrough it was a minor 
incident, the Springfield up- 
rising deeply clisturbed the 
conscience nf White America. 
After the founding convenlkm of 
ihe NAACP, w'hich was held 
later on in the year. Dr. Hu Bois 
was narned the organization‘s 
direclor of research and publi- 
■ city. In this cnpacily. he edited 
The Crisis, a publicalion wdiich 
was to arouse Blacks nation- 
wide.

Nationwide f.B.I. Probe Of Activist Women’s Groups Exposed 


(Los Angelos* Calif,ï - It was 
revealed here last week that the 
FBI, over a fnur-yeor period. 
compiled informatjon on various 
women's liberation groups 
ihrough the use of female ugents 

and informers. 

The invesligation was ordered 
by the late FBI Directer J, Fdgar 
Monver, reports the Las dnjrcfrs 
Times, over the objectie na of 
some loc al field offices. The 
probe continued nfter his death in 
May of 1972 and supposedly 
ended in the spring of 1973, 

No criminal charges were ever 
filed as a resuit of this ïnvestiga- 
tion, FFH offices in San Francisco. 
Washington anti Chicago were 


said to be opposed to the 
surveillance operation, contend- 
ing that the women's groups 
which ivere investigatéd were nol 
thruuts to nationnl secürity How- 
ever, floover insisted that the 
operalion be continued 

Accordtng lo a 1,377 page 
repc^rt made public by the Times 
through ii request under the 
Freedom of Information Act. the 
probe was conducted in New York 
City. Chicago. Washington. San 
Francisco* Boston. Baltimore» 
Phibddphiö. Seattle and numer- 
ous other cities. 

The documenUs make it clear

Ho we ver. muny sciontiots want 
u complete moratorium on 
recombinant DNA research , ;ir- 
güirtg that U involves "too muny 
unknown lacLors beyoi;d the 
control of the scientist. 


According to a top scienlist 
from the Sloaiv-Kettering Insü- 
tule for Cancer Research. "The 
prnbabiLty of creating a danger- 
ous genetic agent is real, and 
there is no way to test for it. ' 

Kor example. a r*ew type virus, 
like the type shown in the movie 
Amlromeda Sirain. for which 

there is no known immunization* 
might accidently be developed 
and spread a dcndly epidemie 
across the planet; or a new, 
highly resistant plant might be 
developed that could wipe out all

DNA experinvetaation is now 
being qor.ducted idmosL enürely 
free of go%'ernmep.i super vis ion 
According to Dr fïcrr.ard Talbot 
of the National Institutc of Health 
(NIH), th* ag^j-cy charged with 
overséeing the federal gover- 
ment’s new Interagency Commit- 
tee or. Recombinant DNA. As of 
now there is no fcderal agency 
that is lookis.g into research being 
done by private ir.dustry in 
recombinant DNA, 

According to other high-level 
governmont. scientifk and indus- 


trial soiurce^. seven major D.S. 
phannaceuticoi companles are 
cufremly condurtir.g soch re¬ 
search and are expeeted to ópply 
for patents on thé new forms of 
life they devdop. Kor example. 
General Electric has recen tly 
applied for a patent or. a tïny 
microorganiarn ïts sdentists hO’* e 
developed that csr. literally "eat 
up" oi! spilliS. 

Under exislmg NIH guitfelines 
for university DNA research* 
scientists must disclose aJI their 
plar .5 in advar.ee f Star; ford and 
the Umversity of Catïfornia have 
applied for patents on their DNA 
reeombination processesl, There 
are no such guidelir.es for private 
irtdustry and corporale lobbyists 
are ready to fïght such iegislation 
because it would endanger their 

rights to patent 

OVERALL ALTHORm 

f'urrently, no goverr.ment 
agency has overall authority over 
DNA experi mental ion The Cen¬ 
ter for DUease Control. the Food 
ar.^ Ekug Administration. the 
Pa tent Office and the Fnviror.men* 
tal Proleet ion Agency have piece- 
meaÈ regulatory powers. but they 
have no direct access to the 
commercial laboratories te- 
sesirch programs a$ they do to 
goveroment-funded university re¬ 
search. 

MeonwhiJe. CaJifomm state 
Health officials have drafted a 
tough bil) to regulate DNA 
research Under the proposal as 
now drafted. the Health Depart¬ 
ment would be given statutory 
authority to regulate all condi- 
tions ur.der which genetic experi- 
ments are condueted. induding 
private industry The pcoposed 
biü repreaents the first effort by a 
state governmerit to regulate such 
binlogy research.

They are commonly fed twice n 
day. ahout eight o clock in the 
cnorr.ing, and tour in the after- 
noon. In most ships Lhey are only 
fed with their nu n food oncc a 
day 'l’beir food is served up to 
them in tuba, aboul the sïze of a 
small water bucket, They ore 
placed round these tubs in 
companies of ten lo each Lub. out 
of which Lhey feed themselves 
wiLh wooden spoons. These lhey 
vrjon bse, and when they are not 
allo wed olhers, they feed them* 
selves with their honds.

Kxercise being deemed neces*

hcollh. they are sometimes o* 
bliged to dance. when the wemh- 
er wil] permit their coming on 
deck, If lhey go about it rduc- 
tuntly, or do not move with 
agility. they are flogged; a person 
standing bv them nll the time 
with a cat-o'-nine tails in bis 
hands for that purpose 

Un boord some ships. the 
e o mm on sailots are allowed to 
have* iniercourse with such of the 
Black women whose consent they 
can procure And some of them 
have heen known lo take the 
inconslancy of their parnmours Lo 
much to heart. as to leap 
overboard and drown ihemselves. 
The officers are permit tod Lo 
ïndulge their passions among 
them uL pleasure, and sometimes 
are guiity of such Eiriital excesscs 
as dlsgrace human nature. 

The haxdships sind inconveni- 
ences suffered by the Negroes 
du ring the passage are scarcely 10 
be enumeroied or concéived. 
They are far more violently 
affected by the seasickness Lhan 
the Kuropeons. it frequentty 
terminates in death, esperiolly 
among the women. But the 
exdusion of the fresh air is 
among the most miolerable. The 
confined air. renrlered noxious by 
the effluvia (odor) exhaled from 
their bodies, and by being 
repeatedly breathed. soon pro* 
duces fevers and fluxes (dis¬ 
charges) which ge n e rally cörries 
off greoi numbers of them, 

THE SURGEON 

The surgeon, upon going be¬ 
leen decks, in the morning, 10 
examina the situation of the 
slftves, frequently flnds several 
dead; and among the men, 
sometimes a dead and living 
Negro fstened by their imns 
together, When this is the case, 
they are brought upon the deck, 
and being taid on the grating, the 
living Negro is disengaged. and 
the dead is Lhrown oyerboard.

are succcssful, and the whole 
ship s company Es cut off, They 
are Lkewise always ready to seize 
every opportunity for committtng 
some act of desperatkm Lo free 
themselves from Lheir miserable 
state:

Then, he suid, nll the demon- 
strations on my behalf won ld be 
meaningless So. when he np- 
prooched me that afternoon, I 
knew what to ex peet: he wpmed 
me toexplode rat her than engage 
in a good debaling scssion. I feit 
that the w hole exchange would be 
notbing more than anoLher de¬ 
bat*, only Ihi.s time the stakes 
were high l had spant too much 
time on corners, in bars. and in 
the dassroom debating very 
complex suhjects to gel lipset 
with Jensen s probing, 

WOPTlIV OPPONENT 

He was a worthy opponent, but 
1 knew that once he begon to push 
me. he was going to he surprised 
at my responses He had a False 
impressinn of me and etpected 
me to r espond in o way 1 was 
incapable of doing, Throtighout 
olmosl two davs of cross-exami- 
nfltion, we struggled to sec whose 
approach woufd pre mi I, mine or 
his. and I feit that during atmosi 
aJI of this time f controlled the 
situation, In responding tn Jens- 
sen. jiisi as I had responded to 
Garry, 1 did nol pull any punrhes 
about criticizing the system or its 
agents 

Though me life was al stnke, 1 
wantod to show my conteniptr I 
sooght to iise their own npporntii* 
to defy ihem. w-hich was consistent 
with the revolutionary prncttees I 
hnve attempted to live by. 


Jensen ‘s entire c ross-ex omina- 
tion, nearly evéry incident he 
brmighl up. was iritended to 
dernonslmte that i ïoved violence 
and guns and that I was a 
personal thraal and a menace tó 
pxdice officers merely tiying to do 
thihr duty. He began by asking 
abnul our carly patrols in the 
Oakland eonimunitv. emphasiz- 
ing for the benefit of the jury. in 
insidioüs woys, the fact lhat we 
had enrrted shotguns. 

IJ€* tried to implv that l would 
have preferred to carry a con- 
cealed pistol on these pat rol s but 
that the terms of my probation 
did not allow this II e reinforced 
this suggeHiinn by having me 
read a poern. ”Guns, Baby, 
Guns.’ I had once written for 
THEf BLACK PANTHER news- 
paper, which was filled with 
sy nibols and metaphors that have 
a particul&r meaning for Black 
peoplc but are utterly lost on 
most Whites. Ir. the poem 1 had 
mentioned a B-Ï8 revolver, and 
Jensen tried to suggest that Lhis 
was the ïype of gun ! had shot 
Frey with and that my poem 


suggested I liked this gun and 
would use il if the occasion 
demanded. 

"What is a he asked
